BURYING  OURj  DEAD. 


A  special  nild-winter  meeting  of  the  Home 
Mission  Board  embracing,  not  only  the  Local 
Members,  but  ’representatives  from  the  various 
States,  and  the  officers  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  who  are  ex-offlcio  members,  was 
held  in  the  house  of  worship  at  the  First  Bap¬ 
tist  Church  of 'Atlanta,  on  the  11th  of  January. 

Unusual  conditions  prevailing  throughout  the 
South  called  for  careful  and  prayerful  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
Board  coming  between  now  add  the  next  sessli  n 
of  the  Convention. 

It  was  the  sense  of  the 


meeting  that  we  ought 
lo  ash  ail  our  constituents  to  line  up  witn  the 
continuation  and  conservation  program  outlined 
by  Dr.  L.  R.  Scarborough  in  his  communication 
to  our  Southern  Baptist  brotherhood. 

Unquestionably  our  people  have  a  great  task 
before  them.  An  unprecedented  debt  rests  up¬ 
on  the  Board.  This  may  be  explained  <n  a  way 
that  does  not  mean  any  ground  for  depression. 
If  our  brethren,  who  have  made  pledges  In  thq 
campaign  will  only  put  first  the  things  which 
our  Lord  Jesilr  has  declared  to  be  the  first 
things  of  human  duty,  namely,  the  extension  of 
the  Kingdom  od-God  on  earth,  we  are  persuaded 
that  we  will  come  to  the  Convention  with  a 
note  of  thanksgiving. 

In  order  that  these  results  may  be  obtained 
It  will  be  necessary  for  the  men  who  were  direc¬ 
tors  of  the  7!>-jfllllon  Campaign  through  proper 
machinery  already  existing  oij  to  be  made,  to 
make  a  personal  canvass  in  every  church  to’ 
secure  payments  of  pledges  and  to  secure  addi¬ 
tional  subscriptions  from  those  who  have  re-i 
cently  joined  ihe  churches  or  who  failed  to 
take  part  by  mibscribing  when  the  movement 
was  launched.  *

The  same  truth  Is  perverted  by  false  teachers 
to  bring  Into  wrong  relations  with  saints  and  angels. 
In  Paul's  letter  to  the  saints  at  Celosae  he  says, 
“Let  no  man  beguile  you  into  voluntary  humility 
and  worshipping  of  angels."  The  office  of  them! 
celestial  being*  Is  not  Intercessory  but  ministerial. 
*V  0  have  on«  Jfcdlator,  even  Jesus  Christ  the  Right¬ 
eous.  At  the  close  of  John's  apocalyptic  visions 
when  he  would  have  fallen  down  to  worship  before 
the  feet  of  th*  angel  who  had  revealed  them  he 
wa*  thus  admonished:  "See  thou  do  it  nog;  for 
I  nm  thy  fellow  servant.  Worship  Ood." 

We  have  need  to  guard  also  against  what  is  called 
"lying  spirits";  and  never  more  than  now.  In  our 
natural  but  unwarrantable  desire  to  communicate 
with  friends  in  hearer  we  are  asked  to  believe 
that  these  celestial  being,  are  not  above  the  tipping 
of  tables  and  ringing  of  bells  In  dosed  cabinets 
and  writing  bad  grammar  on  secret  slates.  This  Is 
abhor*nt  not  °“'y  to  sound  piety,  but  to  common 

If  anything  were  to  be  gained  by  our  bolding 
communication  with  heavenly  being.  God  would 
not  havo  denied  us  that  privilege;  but  with  the 
wealth  of  Scripture  and  the  privilege  of  prayer  at 
our  command,  there  would  be  nothing  but  the  pr* 
fitless  gratification  of  curiosity  to  show  for  It 
Wherefore,  It  Is  not  strange  that  the  way  la  dosed 
against  us. 

This,  however,  does  not  affect  ln  the  slightest 
degree  the  assurance  of  their  continued  ministry. 
*'8o  far,  the  Scriptures  are  perfectly  dear-  and 
•  we  are  always  safe  when  we  steert  by  tba  - 
chart  We  are  never  safe  in  taking  away  ought  . 
of  th.1  which  Is  written  or  In  adding  one  Jot  or 
utile  to  it. 

But  what  profit  Is  there  in  clarifying  this  Script¬ 
ural  truth?  Much  every  way.  For  one  thing,  It 
gives  us  to  understand  that  we  tare  living  in  a 
arge  world-*  world  that  lap.  over  on  another 
that  reaches  infinitely  beyond  it. 

For  another  thing  it  show,  that  we  are  living 
In  a  good  world  with  a  good  Ood  over  It  He  I. 
round  about  us  with  his  Providence.  He  has  sent 
his  only  begotten- Son  Into  the  world  for  our  sal¬ 
vation.  And  in  addition  to  this,  be  ha.  provided 
for  our  care  by  the  present  ministry  of  friend.  ( 

who  have  phased  before  us.  and  also  by  the  angels  ’ 

nl«  ministerial  servant*. 

An  thus  we  are  Informed  of  the  probationary 
character  of  our  present  life.  “I  p*|nt  for  *t*Ri|. 
ty."  said  Zeuxis,  when  asked  to  account  for  his  at 
tent  Ion  to  details.  In  like  manner  Haul  writes. 
Seeing  that  we  are  compassed  about  with  so  great 
a  cloud  of  witnesses,  let  u*  lay  aside  every  weight, 
and  the  sin  that  doth  so  easily  beset  us.  and  run 
with  patience  the  race  that  Is  set  before  us.  lock¬ 
ing  unto  Jesus,  the  Author  and  Finisher  pt  our 
faith."
